Mr. Taylor being crofs Examined, faid, he kept his 
and his Partners Accounrs*two Years, and faw them 
two Meys ago: Meard it was ufual to give out Exche- 
quer Acquittances. That he could have got Money by 
an Exchequer Acquittance to Cork. That there was 
not any Compulfion on him to give Six pence per 
pound Exchange: Nor did he come to any Agreement 
with Vr. Putland for Money during fuch time as he 
fhou'd Cloth Regimenrs ; nor did pay any thing to Mr. 
Nurtal on the Foxford Acquitrance. That he applyd 
to Sir William Robinfon feveral Weeks before he 
could get the Exchequer Acquittance. Mr. Putland 

was a Merchant. and has deale in Leather but knew 
not that he wasa Banker. That che Examinant !ofta- 
bout Five hundred pound at Sea. The Five thoufand 
two hundred ninty four pound four fhillings and ten 
pence was nor paid by Exchequer Acquittances, but by 
the Hands of Mr. Nuttal The Exaninant cam#to 
Mr. Patland with Lord Windfor’s firft Warrant, and he 
made a fcruple of paying the Moncy becaufe it was a 
great Sum, and ask’d Fifteen pence a pound for Ad- 
vance of it, which Examinant was oblig’d to pay, 
for he could nat get the Money wirhout ic. Mr. Poc- 
land offer’d him not any Exchequer Acquittances. Pells, 
Poundage, &c. are dedu&ted before they get the Clu- 
thivg-Warrants The Examinant demanded of Mr.
